Once  again  population  and  births  have  increased.  The  population 
increase  is  mainly  accounted  for  by  immigration  though  there  is  a  small 
excess  of  births  over  deaths. 


The  birth-rate  is  the  highest  for  some  years  but  is  still  well 
below  the  high  figure  for  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales. 


The  other  vital  statistics  have  all  changed  for  the  better  and 
once  again  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 


I  have  to  record  with  thanks  the  co-operation  of  the  Council's 
officials  and  the  interest  of  the  Committee.

The  area  continues  to  develop  satisfactorily  as  a  residential  district  and 
private  enterprise  is  coping  with  the  housing  demands.  The  provision  of 
bungalows  for  the  aged  and  the  warden's  service  provided  has  proved  more  than 
satisfactory. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  isolated  farmsteads  sited  at  the  extremity  of  the 
district  all  houses  in  the  area  were  provided  with  an  adequate  piped  water 
supply.  The  Newby  East  ward  was  served  by  Scarborough  Corporation  mains 
supply.  The  remainder  of  the  area  and  the  villages  of  Bumiston,  Cloughton, 
Stainton  Dale,  Haybum  Wyke  and  Ravenscar  in  the  Rural  District  of  Scarborough 
were  supplied  by  Scalby  Urban  District  Council  until  the  Water  Undertaking  was 
ceded  to  Scarborough  on  30th  September  1962. 

Prior  to  the  date  of  take  over  repeated  tests  proved  the  water  to  be  of 
exceptional  purity.  Chemical  analysis  revealed  the  fact  that  the  water  was  of 
a  temporary  hard  nature  and  in  its  natural  state  contained  iron  and  manganese.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Statutory  requirements  are  adequately  met  by  the  tradespeople  within  the 
area.  Twenty  inspections  were  carried  out  resulting  in  two  unsatisfactory 
conditions  being  found  and  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Hygiene  in  Shops  Special  notices  were  distributed  and  displayed  requesting 
owners  to  keep  dogs  on  leash  whilst  in  shops. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Three  caravan  sites  exist,  one  at  Pickering's,  Highmill  Farm,  occupied  during 
the  summer  period  only  and  two  single  caravans  with  temporary  approval. 

Twenty  five  inspections  were  carried  out  and  conditions  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  Within  the  Urban  Area  this  type  of  development  has  not  increased 
and  no  permanent  residential  caravans  were  permitted. 

The  North  Riding  Education  Committee  inaugurated  two  summer  camps  one  of 
which  was  for  school  children  and  the  other  under  a  further  education  scheme 
and  temporary  special  licences  were  granted. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


REFJSE  COLLECTION 


An  adequate  system  of  refuse  collection  was  carried  out  embracing  the  entire 
area.  At  least  a  weekly  collection  ?/as  maintained  except  at  premises,  including 
farms,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district. 


Two  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  utilised  and  on  one  occasion  a  vehicle 
was  loaned  to  the  Scarborough  Rural  District  Council  when  their  own  vehicle 
was  out  of  commission. 


Refuse  Tip  Further  land  extending  the  existing  tip  in  Bumiston  Road  was 
made  available,  and  a  screen  of  poplars  to  the  eastern  and  southern  boundaries 
was  planted.  An  18"  concrete  surface  water  drain  running  south  to  north  was 
laid. 


SALVAGE  COLLECTION 


79  tons  10  cwts  of  waste  paper  was  forwarded  to  Thames  Board  Mills  during 
the  fiscal  period.  During  the  year  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  disposing 
of  waste  paper  and  our  annual  quota  was  reduced.  Fortunately  the  market 
recovered. 
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Scrap  metal  was  disposed  of  as  follows:-  1  cwt.  3~g  qrs.  lead,  1  ton  iron, 
3-i  qrs.  copper,  1  qr.  brass,  14  lbs  bronze,  10  cwts  mixed  scrap,  2  tons  1  cwt 
rags  and  6  gas  coppers. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS  1936  and  1961 


180  inspections  were  carried  out  and  65  nuisances  found  and  abated  after 
informal  action. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


One  part  time  rodent  operative  was  employed  and  various  surveys  carried  out. 
The  method  of  treatment  utilised  was  in  accordance  with  that  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  resulting  in  an  estimated  kill  of 
47 6  rats,  251  bodies  actually  recovered. 

Once  again  the  sewers  serving  the  area  were  test  baited  and  found  free  from 
infestation.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  public  sewers  within  the  Urban 
District  are  of  comparatively  recent  construction;  this  possibly  may  account 
for  the  fact  that  no  infestations  have  yet  been  discovered  within.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


Three  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  during  the  year  under  review ,  420  visits 
were  made  and  1,473  animals  inspected  resulting  in  the  voluntary  surrender  of 
2-ft  cwts.  of  meat  and  offal. 

MILK  LICENCES 


The  North  Riding  County  Council  issued  all  licences  in  the  Area. 
FARMS 


Twenty  farms  sited  within  the  Urban  District  have  been  visited. 
HOUSING  ACTS  1957-1961 


The  majority  of  the  property  within  the  urban  area  is  of  modem  construction 
and  well  maintained.  Seventy  houses  were  inspected  for  structural  defects  and 
one  house  found  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  subsequently  demolished.  Five 
houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  but  capable  of  repair.  In  four  of  these  cases 
the  owners  took  advantage  of  the  provisions  contained  in  the  Housing  Act  1959 
for  the  purposes  of  improvement  grants.  All  five  houses  were  made  fit. 


MORTUARY 


Al  mortuary  is  provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and  is  situated  in  the 
Council  Depot,  Moor  Lane.  Further  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  including  the  construction  of  a  new  private  access  from  Moor  Lane  and  the 
erection  of  a  close  boarded  fence  forming  a  screen  to  the  mortuary  entrance. 

SEWERAGE  .AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


With  the  exception  of  0.  few  farm  buildings  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district 
the  area  is  adequately  served  comparable  with  development  requirements.  Ai  sea 
outfall  is  provided  and  all  sewers  operate  by  gravitation.  Certain  remedial 
v/ork  in  the  form  of  protection  to  the  sewer  outfall  against  the  action  of  the 
sea  was  carried  out.  Aul  improvement  to  a  sewer  manhole  situate  in  Hillcrest 
A venue  was  carried  out  in  an  effort  to  prevent  turbulence  of  effluent. 
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Further  extensions  to  the  public  sewers  were  made  during  the  year  i.e.
